Pueblo, Col.. March 
16.—With 


the dead numbered 
at

more, and the injured at twenty- 
five, the Voorst railroad vvreck in 
Colorado since the memorable dis- 
aster at Eden, occurred early this 
morning on the Denver and Rio 
Grande, near Adobe. 


Eastbound No. 16 crashed into 


west bound No. 3, telescoping the 
forward cars on each train. 


The coaches at once 'took fire and 


the flames completed the horror be- 
gun by .-.he collision. 


The cause of the wreck is attribu- 


ted 10 a failure to deliver orders to 
No. 16 so that No. 3 could pass. 


Among the physicians who 
rend- 


ered assistance were Dr. F. N. Sa- 
lida, who was on No. 16 -at the time 
of the collision but who escaped in- 
jury. He at once began caring for the 
woundexl and was assisted by Drs. G. 
Rambo and F. R. Moore of Florence, 
who soon arrived at the scene ol -the 
disaster. 


Some of the victims were pinioned 


un-der ithe wreckage and burned alive 
'before help could reach them. 


Most of the injured were on No. 3 


which was h-eavily loaded.

carried comparatively few passengers. 
and .these escaped generally with a 
slight shaking up. 


One man, whose name could not be 


learned, was the only one of a fami- 
ly of 10 who escaped. He lost his 
father, mother, his wife and three 
children, a brother and two other rel-' 
a:ives.

HOW PAWIi It GOVERNED 


Municipal Council D«cid*s All Com- 


Matter*. 


Tbe muntolpal regime of the French 


commune* has frequently v»ried, cays 
the London Chronicle. 
It icay be 


smid. indeed, to h*ve followed all the 
political fluctuations of the country. 
According- as the government 
has 


been liberal or autocratic the com- 
munal organizations have enjoyed a 
comparative independence, or. on the 
other hand, have been held under 
struct surveillance.. 


Municipal legislation was definite- 


ly fixed by the lav of April 5, 1SS4. 
•which formed for all the French com- 
munes, with the exception of Paris, 
an exact code' regulating their admin- 
istrative powers with precision and 
assuring them great freedom in the 
sphere of their own interests. The 
municipal council, elected by uni- 
versal suffrage, decides all commu- 
nal matters. It elects within itself 
a jhayor and one or more deputies. 
who form the executive body. 
Tbe 


prefect of the department, represent- 
ing the central power, exercises with 
regard to the communes only a right 
of surveillance and control. But par- 
ticularly important questions, such as 
loans, are submitted to a superior au- 
thority; according to their impor- 
tance either to the prefect, the minis- 
ter for home affairs, the president of 
the republic, or finally to parliament 
Itself. 


The municipal organization of Paris 


differs completely from that estab- 
lished by those general rules, and 
tbe law of 1844 does not apply to it. 
Paris represents such an assembly 
of forces and so formidable a power 
that, notwithstanding 
the incessant 


appeals of its representatives, no gov- 
ernment — not even that of the repub- 
lic — has consented to give it an in- 
dependent existence with complete 
administrative liberty. 
The city of 


Paris 
forms an agglomeration of 


about 2,800,000 inhabitants, dwelling 
together within fortifications forming 
an almost complete circle of walls and 
moat without any solution of contin- 
uity. For purposes of administration 
it has been divided into 20 arrondiss- 
ments or districts, but these arron- 
dissments have no municipal life of 
their own. At their head are officials 
appointed by the president of the re- 
public upon the nomination of the 
minister for home affairs. 
They are 


chosen from among the most distin- 
guished 
citizens, and, under tlie 


names of mayor and deputies, fulfill 
all the functions of officers of the 
civil state. 
They register berths, 


deaths and marriages, direct 
char- 


itable and sanitary committees, attend 
to the celebrations of weddings, draw- 
up the conscripts and electoral lists — 
and that is all. In reality, they are 
mayors only in name; they are neither 
mayors Ivy their origin, which is non- 
elective nor by their duties, which do 
not allow them to participate to any 
extent in interests vital to the city 
of Paris. 


The arrondissments are themselves 


divided into four electoral districts, 
cnKed qtiartiers, whose 
sole raison 


d'etre is the election by each of a mu- 
nicipal councilor. 
The Parisian com- 


munal administration is in the hands 
of two powers, absolutely distinct. 
but acting in closest co-operation with 
one another. They are: 


1. 
The municipal council repre- 


senting the people. This is composed 
of 80 members, elected for lour years 
by universal suffrage, in the propor- 
tion of one to each quarter. 


2. The prefects of the Seine and ot 


the police, representing the govern- 
ment. 
These are high officials, re- 


sponsible directly to the minister for 
home affairs, and appointed by the 
president oi the republic. 


The municipal council decides all 


matters of communal interest, but 
while certain ot its resolutions can 
take immediate effect, others have 
to be submitted to the approval either 
of the government or of the cham- 
bers. 
It passes the budget, but this 


budfiet must have official sanction; 
moreover, 
all 
the 
fresh 
taxes 


established by the council must be 
t'mlly approved, according to their 
r.nture, either by a. presidential de- 
croo rr by special law. In tbe course 
ol tlio year the council holds several 
L-'tunary and several 
extraordinary 


L.it;ngs. 


T!,e budget is first discussed by a 


Conor!) 1 committee and is afterward 
\clcJ r.t a public sitting of the whole 
council. 
For the consideration of 


public works or special importance, 
such as the Metropolitan railway, for 
instance, council appoints a special 
committee. 


The business papers arc distributee! 


by the president among tbe different 
committees, who study them, come ts 
certain conclusions, and appoint one 
of their number to present and defend 
their views at 
a 
public sitting of 


the council. The colossal work which 
devolves upon the Paris municipal 
assembly 
will be realized when I 


point out that it has to examine and 
settle no fewer than 10,000 business 
matters In a year, and this in addition 
to the framing ot the budget.

According to Henry Savage Laivior, 


who hoc spent much time studying 
business methods among these people. 
the Persian hates anything that savors 
of promptness. He is a dreamer, *ad 
although he cannot be called absolute- 
ly lazy, aa he is usually absorbed iu 
deep thought, still he seldom has little 
leisure for anything else. The returns 
for his work, however beneficent, are- 
too small for his expectations. 


In marked contrast is his abhor. 


rence for punctuality. There is no 
country where time counts for less. 
He thinks nothing of making a busi- 
nesg appointment for 10, delaying it 
until 11; only to explain that he wished 
be might have come- sooner, but it 
could not be helped; he has just fin- 
ished. his morning meal- However im- 
portant the business transaction may 
be, he will not give it bis attention 
until he is ready. 


It was only recently an Englishman 


called on' a dealer to buy Persian rugs 
The servant brought the word, and 
tbe merchant commanded him to tell 
the stranger to return in a few hours 
and he would see him. The word was 
brought back that the- Englishman had 
to make a train within an hour. ' "Then 
let him go," said the dealer. "My meal 
IB as important as bis train." 


The manana of the Spaniard sinks 


into perfect insignificance when com- 
pared with, the habits of the Persian. 
Punctuality is 
especially 
unknown 


when it comes to payment of debts. 
He must take time to reflect about 
everything and will not be hurried. 
Three months to a creditor, or even 
six months, seem terribly short in his 
eyes. A period of twelve, eighteen or 
twenty months suits him better, bm 
he never is ready to pay unless placed 
under great pressure. 


A Frenchman called on a Persian 


one day and asked him to pay a debt, 
but the indifferent debtor made an- 
swer: 
"I w.ill pay you some time." 


"When is this sometime?" queried the 
impatient Frenchman. "Is it twelve 
.months, eighteen or two years?" "I 
don't know," answered the bland son 
or Iran. "I guess we had better say 
when I am ready." 


It must be said to the Persians' 


credit that they usually pay in the 
end. but they wonder why 
people 


Blaovild worry when they have so much 
time. It is quite beyond them to re- 
alize what difference it makes whether 
payments arc made today, tomorrow, 
or a year from today. They look upon 
American haste as an acute form of 
lunacy and believe that our strenuous 
life is so foolish it is not wortra con- 
sideration. As a cultured Persian re- 
cently told an ambitious young Amer- 
ican ,-^I- \vork-ar4tttte. 
live long, while you work much and 
will die before you attain the fruits 
of your labor. 
We must take time 


to sleep and enjoy our food." 


Business conducted in European and 


American fashion cannot prosper in 
Persia. 
It is hard to say whether 


this desire simply to act on impulse 
is due to temporaoent, conceit or 
climatic conditionr. With conditions 
such as they aiv. !hc economic de- 
velopment of pro-li:cc:on. distribution 
ami circulation ar? bound to be ham- 
pered. 


The currency is another difficulty 


that limits t'he making of business 
success. 
Gold coin is a mere commo- 


dity, and i? fo scarce it is used chiefly 
for presents and hoarding. 


in spite of these obstacles, most 


Persians earn a livelihood and often 
succeed. They arc skilled craftsmen, 
showing 
a 
wonderful 
ability for 


weaving and the- working of metals. 
but the% are seon at their best when 
they are making loans of money at 
high interest on ample security. They 
often jrct from SO per cent to SO per 
cent, sometimes 100 ppr cent, while 
ICi per cent is deemed a 
modest 


amount for small private loans.

names boldly printed in proper se- ' 
quc-nce of precedence, beginning with 
royal dukes and ending with the new- 
est barons. But the lowlier Commons j 
have to carry . their hats about with 
them, and so laws had to be made to 
govern the nice behavior of a member 
in relation to his hat. 
• 


A member may wear bis hat at all 


times in the Chamber except when he 
is on his feet. Even if he be leaning 
over a bench to speak to a fellow 
member behind him he should raise 
his hat. for bis body is then in theo- 
retical motion. But there is one point 
in parliamentary debate when he must 
wear his hat, and wear it sitting. This 
is in the interval between calling a di- 
vision and clearing the House, wn^n 
the sand-glass on the table is turned 
over to count the two minutes. 
If a 


member then wishes to raise a point 
of order, he must speak covered and 
Bitting in his place.

An Irish mem- 
ber, admiring the device, copied it in 
the interests of his friends, and so tho 
Speaker \\ns called upon to rule out 
the fraudulent hat. and to insist on 
the honept working headgear and tho 
bodily presence of the member as 
conditions necessary to a valid tenure.

Reputable food manuifacoirers have 


reason to approve the pure food law' 
hat has just passed the United States 
Senate, for i-u will abolish uncertain- 
ty regarding foods and stop the mis- 
juuled denunciation that has, during 
he past year or more, hurt the sales 
of jhousands of entirely reputable ar- 
ticles. 
The law makes it a misde- 


meanor to manufacture or sell .adul 
terated or misbranded foods, drugs 
medicines, or liquors in the District 
of Columbia, the territories, and the 
insular possessions 
of 
the 
United 


States, and prohibits the shipment of 
such goods from one State to anoth- 
er or to a foreign country. It also 
prohibits the receipt of such goods 
Punishment by fine of $500 or by im- 
prisonment for one year, or both, is 
prescribed. The 
law 
also 
defines 


foods, drugs, medicines, and liquors 
and the standards ,for them There is 
an exemption for dealers wlio furnish 
guarantees against adulteration and 
misbianding. Mixtuies or blends con 
taining alcohol or opium 
must 
be 


branded or labeled t,o as to sho» that 
fac-. 
The pro\ision legarding 
the 


mifcbranding of liquors 
reads: 
"It 


shall be deemed mhbrandod if, it is 
blended or rectified or consists of

The Zunl Indians' Great Feat. 


The medicine men among the Zuni 


Ict,iaas perform a feat at the annual 
"corn festival" which surpasses the 
famous rnaugo-growing trick of the 
Hindu. Many scientists have been 
present to witness this strange cere- 
mony, but have never been able to 
fathom the mystery of it. 


In front of the southern opening of 


the medicine loage a large square of 
clen.n yellow sand, carefully smoothed 
and packed, is spread. With a cere- 
monial arrow figures, representing the 
Gr..*; Spirit, (lie earth, sun, sky and 
raia, are drawn. There are also the 
symbols of the corn and a bountiful 
harvest. The indentations made 
by 


{.he arrow are then Shed in with pig- 
ments, blue for the sky and 
clouds, 


black for the earth and chrome yellow 
Cor the harvest. The middle of 
the 


square is left vacant. This picture in 
.;and painting is a most pleasing spec- 
imen cf barbaric art. 


The hour for the ceremony arrives, 


and at the right moment the medicine 
man corn-as forth from his lodge and 
takes a seat in the opening of the 
lodge, facing the sand square. The 
\vairiors and chiefs arrange thern- 
seh es around the squire, according to 
rank. 
T he ceremonial pipe is then 


filled aad lighted, and the 
medicine 


nia~i blows one puff i-n each direction 
of the compass ana two to the heav- 
en?, lie then makes an address, go- 
ing over the past history of the tribe 
and the kindc-sss of the Great Spirit 
acd his care. He concludes 
with a 


prayer for tbe continuance of this fa- 
vor. 


The great moment has arrived. 


With impressive solemnity the medi- 
cir.e man thrusts the sacred arrow in- 
to the sand, withdraws it and places a 
grain of corn in the hole thus made. 
Ct:efully smoothing the sand over it, 
he resumes his seat, while the assem- 
bled chiefs smoke their pipes in stolid 
silence. If the Great Spirit 
condes- 


cends to answer the prayer of the 
medicine man, and ho generally does, 
the com will sprout and send up a 
shoot. After an interval of fifteen or 
twer.rv minutes the sand seems dis- 
turbed at the spot where the grain ot 
corn was planted and soon the slender 
gro-n blades of the sprouting corn are 
sc?n above the surface. The

favor of this country as many people 
imagine. But leaving out of account 
for the moment, the question of com- 
parison, then is abundant evidence to 
prove that within the last quarter or a 
century—a period during which 
th* 


policy of protection has been pursued 
—Germany has witnessed a great ad- 
vantage in the well being of the wcrK- 
ing classes. No rational person would 
however, argue that the general pros* 
perity of Germany Is entirely, or even 
directly, the result of protection; but 
what does appear beyond dispute is 
that protection as practicsd ia Cer- 
many has cot been inconsistent vritn 
great prosperity. 


"Those who have e::ami-ca the po- 


sition cf affairs in relation to Germany 
know that the improved condition oi 
the German working classes is mainly 
the result of'social reform 
both by 


means of legislation and private re- 
form endeavor in many directions. 
Von Berlepsch, speaking as Prussian 
minister of commerce, when presiding 
over a conference 03 industrial legis- 
lation -i Berlin, stated that the condi- 
tion of the ind-astrial wage-earners in 
Germany had become better in recent 
decades, and that with son*? industries 
and classeT of workmen the improve- 
ment had toen Quite considerable, al- 
together apart from the blessings, 
which could hardly be overestimated, 
cf the insurance against sickn-ess, old 
age and, infirmity. Absolute perma- 
nent poverty, he said, had consider- 
ably diminished. Even the leaders of 
Social Democracy recognized that the 
theory of the progressive impove^isn- 
ment of the masses could no longer be 
maintained. Slowly.aad by little steps, 
the well-being cf the general body cf 
the people was rising, and a consider- 
able portion of these classes of 
tbe 


pppulation which formerly obtained a 
bare subsistence had now made their 
way into n middle class, and enjoyed 
a fairly adequate income. 


'•It has been said that the tariff sys- 


tem of a country is bvt one of tne 
many factors cnieriru; into its general 
prosperity, as its inflr.ecce for gccd or 
bad may be strengthened or weakened 
by other causes, v.-hilc at the same 
time it is very difficult to trace its sep- 
arate -effect. 


The blue book published in 1903 has 


been quoted as showing tint the aver- 
age level ct" inditsnial wages in Ger- 
many is only two-thirds of that in tne 
United Kingdom, but the very people 
who have used this argument have ig- 
nored the conclusica contained in the 
self same report, that in the United 
States the avcrag-e level of wages 13 
one and a naif times as great as in th'3 
country. If one rhancii to direct at- 
tention to this palpable omission he is 
mec with the rejoinder, 'Ah yes, but 
the conditions are different,' a remark 
which a.pplies \vith ecju^l forre to Ger- 
many. To draw ar.y real comnari o.i 
between England ana Germany \ve 
should have to go bad- a long way in !

Harper's Weekly. 
On paper toe 


greatest drinkers in the worid ar? tha 
French, yet Prance is a notoriously 
tejrfleraw country. Her statistic* of 
police drunkenness are Ices than one- 
fourth the English record. Before the 
phylloxera ravaged th« vines aad led 
to spirit-drinking, the French proba- 
bly h?id tbe palm for sobriety among 
European peoples. Italy. Spain, and 
Portugal, being wice-growicg a^d 
wine-drinking countries, have large 
statistics cf consumption, but are, as a 
matter of fac;, exceedingly temperate. 
Northern Russia, Scandinavia, 
and j 


Scotland are tbe most drunken parts ; 
of Eurcpe. though the consumption of 
alcohol per head is comparatively low. 
Climate and race have much to do in 
determining such matters. A warm 
country is naturally a sober and usu- 
ally a gambling country. A raw, dull 
and damp climate predisposes to in- 
dulgence. Thus the northern counties 
of England are more drunken than the 
southern. Scotland is more drunken 
than England, and the we?: coast of 
Scotland is more drunksn than the 
east. The vigorous, predominant races 
of Europe, if not of the world, seem to 
have been always given to strong 
drink; and I'have read many disqui- 
sitions that sought to prove that ener- 
gy, enterprise, and drink go necessar- 
ily together in the 'sum total of na- 
tional character. But T do not sup- 
pose that any one will be inclined to 
accept the English drink bill as a 
proof of national virility. For the 
past ten years this country has spent 
on drink ?875,OCO,000. Its average an- 
nual expenditure on drink 
amounts, 


therefore, to a sum that is more than 
the entire annual revenu-e, that 
is 


equal to all the rents of all the houses 
and farms in the kingdom, and that is 
only a little less than the cost of the 
South-African war. Nearly 
five- 


eighths of this goes ia beer, about a 
third in spirits, and one-thirteenth in 
wine. The expenditure per head, on 
the basis of the whole populauCa. 
works out a little over $21 per annum; 
but it is reckoned that there are in the 
United Kingdom nearly 3,000,000 ab- 
stainers and about 14,000,000 children 
under the age of fifteen. Deducting 
these, the number cf actual consumers 
is estimated at 24,000,000, whose an- 
nual expenditure per head thus comes 
to over $35. It is also calculated tnat 
the 
English 
working-class 
family 


spends almost one-sixth of its income 
on liquor.

The Board of Engineers 


To the Editor of The Herald:— 


Much has been said regarding rhe 
fire department of late and the best 
way of reducing expenses. Putting 
the quick hitch out of commission is 
one way of getting at the department, 
but there are others that, if taken in- 
to consideration, must meet itoe ap- 
proval, not only of the fire depart- 
ment men, but of citizens in gener- 
al. 


I have been a resident of tihis city 


all my life and I know the history of 
fhe fire department from 
the da: 


when the first fire engine. Dearborn. 
No. 1, was put in commission. 


I fail to see where a board of en- 


gineers is off any advantage to the 
city. This statement I will refer to 
any fireman of the different compan- 
ies and I know they will submit to 
my judgment that such a board is 
not needed. 


This yearly election of engineers 


has come to a point where it is a 
farce. The places on the board are 
filled according to the success of 
either the Democratic or Republican j 
party in city elections. This causes 
expense which could easily be avoid- 
ed if only one assistant was appoint- 
ed. What is the expense? It is- the 
moving o£ tappers from tihe houses of 
the engineers who are dropped and 
pacing them in the houses of those 
who are appointed. This is all right if 
an engineer lives' on a street where 
the wires of the fire alarm sjstem 
are strung, but sometimes it takes a 
good many feet of new wire and ex- 
tra labor to make these 
changes. 


This work has for the past 
twenty 


years cost the city a good many dol- 
lars 


Another thing: what does the city 


or the fire department gain by elect- 
ing every now and then a board of 
engineers? 
Nothing 
Have 
\ou 


ever heard of a board of this kind 
making unj 
iccord. 
No. 
It is 


Known and is a plain fact to firemen 
tha,, such a board only handicaps the 
department in this \\ a>, that the cap- 
tain of a company is a figurehead and 
can only preside at a meeting of a 
company at an engine house, be a 
floor director at a ball or lead off his 
company on the day of the 
annual 


parade 
What good are his services 


to the city as a fireman? None. Go 
among the men of the department, 
put this question to any. of them, ask 
an\ retired fireman and he will tell 
you that a board of engineers is a 
useless expenses to the city in any 
way that you care to look ay it. 


How are we to manage this thing? 


Tbe remedy is plain enough. Elect 
one assistant engineer, give the cap- 
tains of tihe companies some author- 
ity and require them to help the chief 
in his work at a fire, which they are 
well able to do, and save the city five 
or six hundred dollars every year. 


I am not a fireman and have never 


been a member of jibe department, 
but I have watched its movements for 
years and fail to see where it can be 
criticised for its work. 
Still, when 


it comes to saving a few dollars for 
he city, which we must do, the quick- 
er the department is handled by acts 
of the city lathers in the right waj, 
the belter.

the rest put back on the salary of 
forty dollars, for which they bad to 
work for years when -tihere was no 
quick hitch. They had to do a great 
deal more work then than they do 
now. 


When you take into consideration 


how many fires we have 
during 
a 


year, you cannot find where we have 
over six big fires in any year and if 
we did, the firemen would be work- 
ing ati a rate of $10.00 a fire, accord- 
ing to the pay they now receive. 


Take, for instance, the city of New- 


buryport with a smaller number of 
men on the pay rolls of the fire de- 
partment;. 
The city refused to 
ad^ 


vance the pay of the firemen to grati- 
fy the wishes of politicians and there- 
by 
increase 
the 
municipal debt. 


Here, the less the men have to do, 
somebody looking for another term in 
office thinks the more pay they ought 
to have and they get it. 


If t.he plan outlined above had been 


adopted I dare say the quick 
hitch 


would have been allowed to exist and 
thus have stopped some of this use- 
less kicking.
